There was a great crowd to witness 
the departure

ing interest to all. Sir Elden Gorst, 
British agent and consul general In 
Egypt, was not present, but he sent 
General Maxwell to pay his respects 
and to say that he was unable to ex- 
press his appreciation of all that Mr 
Roosevelt had dpne for the civiliza- 
tion of Egypt. 
The Khedive sent a representative 


to extend his compliments to the de- 
parting guest, and the members of 
the diplomatic corps generally were 
present. 
As the train drew out of 
the station a large party of Egyptians 
raised a cheer. 


AKOCSES EGYPTIAN IRE. 


CAIRO, Egypt, March 30. — Former 
President Roosevelt's address before 
the Egyptian University has aroused 
the extreme Nationalists to a state of 
fury. 
Seven hundred students this 


evening marched to his hotel and dem- 
onstrated 
against 
him, shouting 


"Down with autocracy! 
Give us a 


constitution!" 
• , 


The demonstrators were applauded 
by the many spectators and some of 
the guests left the hotel, fearing vio- 
lence. 
Colonel Roosevelt was. not in 


the hotel at the time, but drove up 
shortly afterward. 
He said he 
had 


heard the noise, which reminded him 
of American college boys, but hs had 
no Idea that he was the cause of it 


Another protest meeting was held 
this evening, at which speeches less 
violent than at the first meeting were 
made. 
Great efforts were put forth 
to induce Colonel Roosevelt to attend, 
but he smilingly declined. 


Mr. Roosevelt received an ovation 
as he stepped from the train at the 
pier station. 
He stopped to receive 
the greetings of several 
prominent 


personages and then, with the others 
of the party walked briskly 
aboard 
the steamer, which was dressed 
in 


flags with the American colors flying 
from both mastheads.

ALAMEDA, March SO.—The Bay Cities 


Water Company, of which W. S. Tevts Ii 
at the head, will submit a written propo- 
sition for supplying the city of Alameda 
with water to the City Council In com- 
mittee session Friday night, and will have 
canvassers 1ft the field early Monday 
morning to solicit contracts tor the new 
water supply. 
That the Bay Cities Company will 


probably experience no difficulty In secur- 
ing contracts for the desired 1,000.000 gal- 
lons of water per <Jay In Alameda Is evi- 
denced by the attitude of Mayor TV. H. 
Noy and the City Council, who have gone 
on record as favoring the new water 
supply. 


When asked last night whether he 


favored the Tevls water project or the 
purchase of the plant of the Peopl 
Water Company, suggested to Mm by 
Mayor F. K. Mott of Oakland, Mayor 
Noy said: "Personally I want to se« the 
Tevls w.iter supply brought In here. The 
Peoples Water Company has never given 
us good water and I would not favor 
Joining with Oakland and Berkeley In a 
purchase of Its plant." 
Chief Engineer C. E. Oilman ot the 
Peoples Water Company paid a visit to 
Mayor Noy In Alameda yesterday and 
stated that the company was now ready 
to submit several propositions to Ala- 
meda in writing, either ot which the city 
could accept. 
He announced that the

Proposition to Atameda 


City Council.

throughout Alameda. Oakland and Berke- 
ley, starting the soliciting of contracts 
Monday morning. 
.. IKben President Tevis first brought the 
proposition of supplying the bay cities 
with pore mountain water before their 
city councils, he stated that contracts 
would have to be secured for 7,500,000 
gallons a day before It would pay the 


i company to develop Its sources. Engineer 


Oilman stated yesterday that their sur- 
veys had shown that this number of gal- 
lons was about th* minimum amount that 
the company- could operate Its plant (or. 
In the conference with Mayor Noy yes- 
terday. Engineer Oilman said: "For the 
past thirty days the Bay Cities Water 
Company has been lending every effort 
and all of Its time to the interests of the 
bay dtles, trying to devise a form of 
contract that would appeal to the resi- 
dents^ and at the same Urns yield, a small 
profit. 
"We have worked day and night on 
this- water Question and we are now ready 
to submit the proposition In Its many 
phases to the residents of Atameda, Oak- 
land and Berkeley. 
We will snbmlt a 
proposition in writing to the city of Ala- 
meda, the latter part of this week, and 
our men win begin the work of getting 
contracts Monday - morning, when the 
residents of the bar cities will be asked 
to.contract for a pure mountain supply 
of water at the present rate of 30 cents 
per thousand gallons, this rate to de-. 
crease as the number of gallons we can ' 
•ell iBcrease." 


SEVERAL 


Mayor Noy stated last night that the 
B«y Cities Company would lay several 
propositions before the City Council Fri- 
day night, namely, for the city of Ala- 
meda to purchase a water plant Installed 
try the Bay Cities Company; for the city 
to purchase a municipal plant from the 
Bay Cities Company without the issu- 
ance of bonds but on the installment 
plan, as so much per annum; and lastly 
for the Bay Cities Company to own and 
operate the plant and sell Its water to 
Alameda. 
President E. B. Bulock of the City 
Council states that tha ctty of Alameda 
will only consider the Tevis proposition 
on municipal ownership lloes. with pur- 
chasing power for a distributing system 
from the Tevts company. 
President Bulock said yesterday: "We 
are waiting for the Bay Cities Company 
to submit a report in writing to us and 
after that time we will be able to tell 
whether or not we want its water supply. 
But I can safely say that Alameda will 
not Join with Oakland and Berkeley In 
the purchase of the Peoples Water Com- 
pany's plant if that is what the other 
two bay communities intend. 
Mayor 
Matt suggested this to Mayor Noy In a 
casual manner last Thursday at a pri- 
vate meeting between the two mayors in 
Mott's offlce in Oakland, but there was 
\ no conversation In regard to the propo- 
s'tton, and we do not know what Oak- 
land Intends to do, but Alameda wants 
good pure water and plenty of it. and 1C 
Mr. Tevts can give us this, we trill sign 
his contracts with alacrity."

THE PROPER CARE OF OILCLOTH 


Oilcloth should not be swept with a 


straw broom or scrubbed with' a stiff 
brush. Instead, sweep with a soft hair 
brush and wipe off with lukewarm 
water in which has been dissolved a tea- 
spoonful of Gold Dust washing powder 
and rinse with clear, warm water.

Editor TRIBUNE—As a citizen and 


taxpayer for about thirty-five years, 
I would like to ask you to print these 
few lines in your paper. In the first 
place, I would like to ask the mayor, 
and also the park' commission, what 
their idea is in bonding the city for 
more money for park purposes when 
they can't take care of the parks 
they have now. 


The present parks, in my opinion, 


are garbage dumps, by the looks of 
them lately. 


We citizens pay taxes that are high 


enough now, higher than any other 
city in California, and I would like 
to know how it Is that these parks 


j are not kept clean and are not prop- 
erly taken care of. In half of them 
the grass looks as If it had not been 
cut for six months. 
If it isn't cut 


soon we might just as well ask the 
citizens to vote for bonds for jack 
rabbits and let them cut it. The way 
the parks look now is a disgrace to 
the city of Oakland; they are full of 
dirt and filth, for want of cleaning. 
In the park on Seventh and Jeffer- 


son I have not seen a man for three 
or four weeks, except maybe on one 
day a week, and that on Saturday. 


SOMETHING "ROTIEN." 


There Is something rotten some- 


where, as I think 
the citizens pay 


enough taxes to keep a man at all 
times to care for those parks. 
If a city the size of Oakland, with 


efll of the boosting It gets, can't afford 
to keep a man in the parks, I guess 
the neighbors will have to get in on 
Sundays and clean them up, and give 
Oakland a little more boosting, the 
kind that will help it to get to the top 
of the ladder. 
I have voted for bonds two or three 


times and I have had my taxes raised 
as high as I want them. I can't see 
what good you have done in the 
parks. All you have done that I can 
see is to raise the salary of a few of 
the higher-ups, and lowered the sal- 
ary of a few men who were barely 
making a living, which I think la a 
disgrace to the city of Oakland. 


CONCERNING SALARIES. 


Tou have raised the superintend- 
ent of the parks' salary from $90 a 
month to $125, and then from $125 
to $175. Just 
think 
of lower- 


ing 
ten 
or 
twelve 
men's salar- 
ies from $90 a 
month 
to 
$3 a 


day — when they work — and rais- 
ing the other man's salary if he works 
or if he don't. 
Why don't you put 
him on day pay as well as the rest of 
the men and see how he likes it, for 
he is no better and don't even pay 
taxes, as quite a few of the other 
men do. 
Furthermore, think 
of having a 


time-keeper to keep time for twelve 
or fifteen men 
and two 
or three 
bosses. 
There is something rotten 


somewhere. 


If there is not a change 
in the 
parks and the system they use taking 
care of them, you will see where your 
bonds are when the citizens come to 
vote for them, for this talk is getting 
old and is only a burden on the tax- 
payers.

DR. FOSTER URGES 


ADOPTION OF PLAN 


Designs for Structure to Be 


Submitted at the Next 


Meeting. 


Two open air schools, for the benefit 


of weak ana 
tuberculosis-Inclined chil- 


dren, will be put Into operation, begin- 
ning next term, on the grounds of the 
Swett school In East Oakland and the 
Cole school In West Oakland, according 
to the action of the Board of Education, 
who last evening decided to erect two 
temporary structures for the use of the 
open air schools an experiment, to be 
followed by more In case the trials prove 
successful 


The decision was made after a lengthy 


discussion between the members of the 
board, who were meeting as a committee 
of the whole to discuss the matter, and 
Dr. N. K. Foster who spoke at some 
length on the matter. Dr. Florence Svl- 
vester also addressed the board on the 
subject, speaking of the work done with 
the open air schools in other cities. 


TEMPORARY SCHOOLS. 


The schools, work on which will begin 


as soon as possible, will be temporary 
structures, each containing two rooms 
and capable of seating about fifty chil- 
dren. In this type of building the sides 
of each room may be almost completely 
removed, as well as sections of the roof, 
leaving the place almost the same as the 
open air. As has been done In the East, 
the children will be wrapped In heavy 
clothes during the winter months, and the 
walls will be closed only In the rain. The 
two schools will be ungraded, any child 
of delicate constitution from the first to 
the sixth grade to receive instruction'. 
Two teachers will probably be provided 
by the board" for each school, and the 
teachers from the nearby schools will 
probably conduct classes during certain 
hours of the day at the open air insti- 
tutions, which, it is estimated, will cost 
about ?600 apiece. 


PREVENT TUBERCULOSIS. 


"We need the open air schools as a 


safeguard against tuberculosis,'* said Dr. 
Foster, in his address to the board last 
night, "for a large number of Oakland's 
public school children are poorly nour- 
ished, and this condition Is almost certain 
to render them suspectible to the great 
white plague. 
The death rate In this 


State from consumption 
Is appalling, 


seven out of exery ten In this State's 
population dying from the disease. 
A 


number of these deaths are due to con- 
sumptives coming from other States to 
California, but still there are a large 
number of native sons who have the 
disease, which Is very contagious. 


"The open air school is the best thing 


we doctors know of to combat this disease 
in children, as our schools today 
are 


very poorly ventilated. The schools have 
the best or hot air equipment, but this 
equipment, at Its best, Is far from per- 
fect. Rich food and close quarters, such 
as most children have, will bring their 
crop of consumptives, and the open air 
school, at any rate for the delicate child, 
•will do much toward guarding 
future 


generations. 
"Children 
having 
tuberculosis, 
of 


course, should be segregated, and a few 
tents in which to teach them would also 
be a good move. It is extremely danger- 
ous to keep them with the others." 


Dr Foster's views were heartily sec- 


onded by Director Evans, who urged the 
board to try the experiment and, if suc- 
cessful, 
recommended that 
open 
air 


schools be placed In different parts of the 
city. 


UNGRADED SCHOOLS SUCCESS. 
"There Is no doubt that the schools 


have met with success in the East," said 
Evans, "and at the present time several 
California cities, including San Francisco 
and Alameda, are preparing to try it out. 
The schools, of course, would have to be 
ungraded at first, but I have notices that 
children in ungraded schools in the coun- 
try often are better advanced than those 
in graded city schools. This is probably 
because the lower classes absorb knowl- 
edge from hearing the older pupils recite. 
I see no reason why the idea should not 
be tried out." 


The motion to build the two schools 
was made by Director Orr, and plans 
for the new structures will be presented 
at the next meeting of the board. Dr. 
Foster and Superintendent McClymonds 
will consult together this week on the 
design of the buildings, and the cost of 
the buildings, and arrangement of de- 
tails will come up next week.

Delaney and Richard Allen 
are held on three charges preferred by 
Mrs. 
Kovacs, who becured warrants for 
their arrest, charging them with battery, 
disturbing the peace and malicious mis- 
chief. 


Alec Allen Is said by Mrs. Kovacs to 
have entered the house early in th3 morn- 
Ing whitt* she was driving her nusband 
to the railroad station and persuaded the 
children to leave their beds, telling them 
that their mother was seriously Injured 
and was lying In the road In a helpless 
condition. 
According to her story he 


placed them, clad only In their night 
clothes, in the tonneau of a large red 
automobile and drove furiously down the 
road in the direction of Oakland. 
She 


claims that she met them and that the 
oldest boy, aged 12 years, threw himself 
upon the driver, making it impossible 
for him to guide the machine, when he 
saw that the man's story was untrue, 
and that his mother was uninjured. 


CHARGES KIDNAPING. 


Mrs. 
Kovacs declares that the man 


wished to kidnap the children and at- 
tempted to secure a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Alec Allen on this charge, but it 
was held that the evidence was Insuf- 
ficient to obtain a conviction and the less 
serious charge was placed against him. 


A "Jolm Doe" warrant was Issued for 


Alec Allen's arrest and It was with some 
difficulty that his Identity was learned 
and he was placed under arrest by Con- 
stable Ramage. 


The three men have entered a plea of 


not guilty, and refuse to discuss the case, 
although Delaney admits that he and 
Richard Allen were on the premises, but 
denies any knowledge of the taking away 
of the children In which Alec Allen is 
said to be Implicated.

WOULD FORCE SILVERSUTE 


TO ACCEPT $400,000 BONDS 


Governor of Nevada Turns Down Repu- 
,Sdiated North Carolina Bond$; Specu- 
. lators Appeal to Supreme Court 


The fb-llowdng, bearing the title, 
"Beware the Greeks Bearing 
Gifts," 
appeared in 
the 
Goldfleld 
(Nev ) 
News. 


A curious situation has arisen at 
Carson 
CJty. 
Eastern 
bondholders 
are trying to force the State of Ne- 
vada to accept $400,000 In bonds of 
the State of North Carolina as a gift 
and the governor is preparing to go 
Into court to resist the forced 
ac- 
ceptance of the gift 
And thereby 
hangs a tale 


During ^thst disgraceful period in 
American history Immediately fol- 
lowing the Civil War, known as the 
reconstruction period, when northern 
carpet baggers were sent into 
the 
south to "reconstruct" the 
various 
States, a reign of profligacy and ex- 
travagance held sway such as was 
nc^er feno-wn in this country 
be- 
fore. 
Bonds in unlimited 
amounts 


•were Issued to raise money ostensi- 
bly for the purposes of rehabilitating 
the states, but a greater part found 
their way Into channels that resulted 
In little or no good to the 
various 
commonwealths. North Carolina was 
one of the states that was made 
to 
bear a large bond Issue for "re- 
construction" purposes 
but 
never, 
when the State again came into the 
hands of Its own citizens, did 
that 
State recognize the validity of these 
bonds and never did it make any 
provision to redeem them or pay the 
Interest thereon. In 
other 
words, 
they repudiated them. 
These blfnds 
were bought at the time by north- 
ern speculators at a very great dis- 
count and ever since they have been 
endeavoring in some way 
to 
get 
North 
Carolina 
to recognize the 
bond, and provide for their 
pay- 
: ment. Finally a bondholders com- 
'Jnlttee was formed, representing all 
, the owners of these bonds. 


CAXNOT SUE. 


They could not sue the State, for 
Co Individual or corporation or com- 
pany can sue a sovereign State

State can only be sued by another 
State. , So It became the business of 
these bondholders' to Interest 
some 
•>ttl*e to their behalf, and this Is the

• States of the entire number passed 


the bill, all other* refusing. The two 
were North Dakota and Nevada. The 
Nevada bill was passed In 1901, and 
became law: 
The exact purpose of 
the bill did not become manifest at 
the time, but It has since, both 
in 
Nevada and North Dakota. 
In North Dakota a tender of a gift 


of bonds to th3 State was made un- 
der this law. It turns out that they 
were the same bonds, offered by the 
same 
committee, 
as 
In 
the 


bonds, 
It 
became 
Incumbent 


upon 
the 
State 
to 
sue 
to 
collect, arid In suing. It was to es- 
tablish the validity of the bonds. This 
was exactly what the bondholders 
committee wanted. 
The validity of 
the 
bonds 
once 
established. 
the> 


could collect on the millions of boncl.-> 
in their hands, whereas without the 
intervention of a State, they could 
g"t no action. 
They could readily 


afford to give a State $400.000 
in 


bf.nds as a gift, to validate the mil- 
1" s In the bondholders' pool. 


The State of North Dakota got Into 
thta scheme that was destined to In- 
ivotce H In trouble with a sister State, 
alt-tor the purpose* of- a-crafty syndi- 


cate, and a session of the Legislature 
repealed the bill before the bond- 
holders could force action; and 
so 
they were out of court in North Da- 
kota. 


Failing In North Dakota, the bond- 


owners turned their attention to Ne- 
vada, and Eastern attorneys fortified 
by a prominent San Francisco firm, 
appeared upon the scene and made 
an 
offer 
of the bonds to Nevada 


through Governor 
Dickerson, 
the 


official through whom all gifts, un- 
der 
the 
law, had to Ite accepted. 


Governor Dickerson was immediately 
up In arms. He didn't care whether 
the law made it mandatory on him 
to accept this so-oalled "gift" or not, 
he would not do It; and when Gov- 
ernor Dickerson makes up his mind 
to, a thing, nothing else Is "doing." 
The attorneys cited the law; there it 
•was, passed in 1901; the 
governor 


"had" to accept the bonds and 
in 
accepting them had to 
collect 
on 
them, even to the extent of court pro- 
cedure 
But still there was "nothing 
doing;" Governor Dtckerson investi- 
gated and became more determined 
than ever 
The gift was "tainted," 
was not made in the spirit of a gift, 
It was simply to make a 
collection 


ag-ency of the State, to force a sister 
State to pay a debt it did not justly 
owe 
and 
Involve Nevada In a dis- 
graceful proceeding that would bring 
upon it the approbrium of all other 
states of the union. 


ATTORNEYS CAJOLED. 


The attorneys for the bondholders 
cajoled 
and 
then threatened, but 


Governor Dickerson did not 
budge; 
so the attorneys have gone into the 
supreme court to get a. mandamus to 
compell the governor to accept 
the 
bonds on behalf of the State, and the 
governor has employed 
counsel 
to 


defend his action. 
The 
people 
of Nevada applaud 


Governor Dickerson in this stand he 
has taken. Nothing could be so dis- 
graceful as for this State to become 
a party to this disreputable soheme. 
There could 'absolutely be no excuse 
for it. 
It is morally wrong and in 


policy, suicidal. 
Beside, Nevada is 


rich and can make no excuse on the 
ground of needing the money. Rather 
than to have this law, surreptitiously 
passed by a Nevada legislature, en- 
forced against another State in 
the 
union, the governor should call an 
extra session of the legislature and 
repeal the law and put an end to this 
miserable business. 
This State has 


enough Load to carry -without this 
added odium.

"We have established the validity of a stake-holder," de- 


clares Attorney Carroll Cook, who took up the appeal. "Under 
the decision rendered the stake-holder may accept a bet as long 
as he does not receive a commission upon it, and as long as he 
owns or leases the premises upon which he stands when the 
stake is passed to him. 


"The 
State took its stand upon one of the first clauses in 


the act providing that the stake-holder shall not hold a bet A 
following clause recites that a third person shall not hold a 
stake for a commission, hire or gain. 


"I held that this last clause took precedence because it was 


obviously a later clause, though contained in the same act, and 
that it invalidated the preceding clause. 


"The 
decision is most sweeping and will affect the racing 


game in New York. In brief it provides that any two men 
may make a bet and that they may register it. In addition a 
third man may come in and hold the stakes. The only restric- 
tion on this is that he shall not have boards with advertise- 
ments announcing that he will do this, and that he must take 
the wager while he is standing on his own premises or prem- 
ises that he leased." 


a custodian and depositary of the money 
•not for gain, hire or reward, thus elim- 
inating the conditions essential to the 
commission of a crime under the second 
clause. If it describes an offense at all. 
it is an offense denned in the first clause. 
In effect, one who receives money of 
another becomes the custodian thereof, 
and conversely, one who becomes a cus- 
todian of money, receives It.

If he re- 
ceives it in payment of a debt or as a 
gift, he commits no offense, and the fact 
that it was the Identical monoy or thing 
whloh had been wagered by the party or 
parties from whom he received it. is im- 
material. In that case he would be no 
party to the bet or wager which the law 
Intends to denounce as criminal. In order 
to constitute a crime under 
the first 


clause, therefore, the person receiving the 
money must do so as custodian or depos- 
itary for the parties to the bet or wager 
and must act as such for some period of 
time however brief. If that clause alone 
Is considered, It would be Immaterial that 
he does not keep, lease or own a place for 
such business or that he receives 
it 


neither for gain, hire or reward. Under 
the second clause It Is necessary that 
both of these elements shall exist to con- 
stitute the crime- there defined. The sec- 
ond clause. In effect, excepts and permits 
all receiving which Is not for gain, hire 
or reward and which Is not done in some 
one of the places mentioned by one who 
uses or occupies such place for that pur- 
pose. 
It is, therefore, to that extent, 


inconsistent with that part of the first 
clause which forbids the receiving of such 
money for the use of parties to the bet 
or wager, anywhere or under any circum- 
stances, 
CWe speak now of one who re- 


ceives the money and not of one who 
merely owns or leases such a place and 
permits Its use by others for such pur- 
poses). 
Repeals Clause 


"The rule applicable to a statute In 


which a later clause is found to be ir- 
reconcilably Inconsistent with a preceding 
clause, is that the clause later in posi- 
tion operates as a repeal of the former 
clause, so far as it is Inconsistent. 
The 


part of a statute later in position in the 
same act or section is deemed later in 
time, and prevails over repugnant parts 
occurring before, though enacted to take 
effect at the same time. This rule Is ap- 
plicable where no reasonable construction 
will 
harmonize the parts.'

"What we have said concerning the In- 


consistency between the two clauses ap- 
plies only to the part of the first clause 
relating to the 'receiving' of money or 
things bet or wagered. It has no neces- 
sary bearing upon so much of the first 
clause as relates to a person who 'rec- 
cords, registers or forwards' such money 
or things. Those pets are different from 
merely receiving and involve other ele- 
ments, Intents and results.

CONCURRING OPINION. 


"In concur in the judgment for the fol- 


lowing reasons: 
A Familiar Rule 


"Section SS7a of our penal code is in 


all essentials (saving that of the penalty 
prescribed) an exact reenactxnent of sec- 
tion Ml of the penal code of the State 
of New York. It is a familiar rule that 
when one state enacts a statute taken 
from the books of a sister state, the con- 
struction which the courts of the latter 
state have put upon the statute Is of 
great value and of high persuasive force 
in its interpretation. If a reading of this 
statute did not clearly disclose, as I 
think it does, that Its principal, if not its 
sole, object is to prevent bookmaking and 
pool selling, the construction which the 
courts of New York have put upon It, 
would resolve all possible doubt. 
The 


courts of New Tork were called upon to' 
consider Ifei* law hi the tight of a pro- 


vision of their constitution of 1894, which 
provided (Art. 1, sec. 9) 'Nor shall any 
lottery, or the sale 
of lottery tickets, 


pool selling, bookrr.aking, or any other 
kind of gambling hereafter be authorized 
or allowed within this state, and the 
legislature shall pass appropriate laws to 
prevent offenses against any of the pro- 
visions of this section.' 
No such pro- 


vision Is found in the constitution of 
California, and as this state adopts the 
common law where the statutes are silent. 
It follows, as at common law, that the 
mare laying of a bet or wagor upon an 
indifferent subject Is not illegal. 
The 


distinction has always been abserved,' 
says Wharton, Criminal Law, paragraph 
2, page 446, 'between betting or gambling 
and maintaining a gambling house or a 
place to which people resort to gamble. 
"While at common law wagers on indiffer- 
ent subjects were legal and might be en- 
forced, a gambling house or resort for 
which its keeper might be indicted.' And 
the court of appeals of New York, upon 
this subject has said (People v. Stedeker, 
175 N. Y. 57): 'The same distinction has 
obtained In this state, where ordinary bet- 
ting has never been made a crime, * * 
while the 'seeping of a gambling house, 
selling lottery tickets and the profession 
of a common gambler have been subject 
to sevebre punishment' This opinion, It 
is pointed out in People ex rel Collins v. 
| McLaughlln, 118 N. Y. Supp. 188, was ren- 
I dered in 1903, eight years after the enact- 


ment of section 351 of the New York 
Penal 
Code in practically its present 


form. In the last cited case the defend- 
ant was chasged with a violation of the 
section, in having 'received flve dollars 
at the race course of the Brooklyn Jockey 
Club, as the result of a bet which he had 
made upon a horse race, the bet having 
been made and accepted orally with one 
John Rail. The court declared In terms 
that section 861 of the Penal Code was 
intended to prevent bookmaking and pool 
selling, that is, the business of taking and 
recording bete and wagers and acts which 
are incidental to that business, and does 
not make it a crime to receive a sum of 
money as the result of a bet tpon a horse 
race which was made and accepted orally. 
We may pause here to say that it would 
certainly be a singular law which would 
make it no crime to lay such a wager 
and for the winner to receive the money, 
and yet would make It a crime If one 
became a stakeholder, without gain, hire 
or reward. The court of appeals of New 
York, in People ex rel Llchtensteln v. 
Lanagan. 89 N. B. 921, in construing this 
law, reaffirmed the declaration in People 
v. Stedeker, supra, saying that In this 
state an ordinary bet has never been made 
a crime, while the keeping ef a gambling 
house has been subject to severe punish- 
ment. The laying of odds standing alone 
does not, therefore, constitute a crime. 
If a man should offer to bet the ladles of 
his party a pair of gloves to a box of 
candy, it would be the laying of odds 
and publishing the same. To hold him 
to be a bookmaker would, in my judg- 
ment, be a departure from the rule which 
gives to the terms of the statute their 
ordinary and accepted meaning, 
and 


would be a construction which was not 
within the contemplation of the legisla- 
ture. 
The vice "of bookmaking 
chiefly 


consists in soliciting and In the inducing 
the public to take chances In the care- 
fully figured and planned scheme of the 
bookmaker, and this, in order to be 
profitable to him, requires the writini 
out of the list of the odds laid on some 
paper or material so that they would be 
seen by those 
who were solicited 
to 


invest.' 
Wording Against It 


"With the light thus thrown upon the 


meaning, the purpose, the scope and in- 
tent of the statute, the question imme- 
diately under consideration is easily 
answered: Is a man who, without con- 
sideration to him paid, or to be paid, and 
not for gain, hire or reward, becomes 
the custodian and depositary of a sum 
of money already wagered between two 
citizens, guilty of a felony? 
The very 


language of the law is against such a 
construction. And, bearing in mind that 
at common law the laying of a wager 
upon such an event was not a crime, the 
mere deposit-try of the money or things 
wagered himself could not be guilty of a 
crime. The language of section 837a in 
effect declares that the custodian or 
depositary for gain hire or reward is alone 
guity.' In other words, the law la di- 
rected against one who, for gain, ht-e or 
reward, has become such a depositary; 
who thus Is engaged In a business violat- 
ing the spirit of the law aimed against 
pool selling, boolcmaklng and professional 
gambling. 
Elsewhere the section under 


consideration makes one guilty of a fel- 
ony Vho receives, registers, records or 
forwards, or purports or pretends to re- 
ceive, register, record or forward In any 
manner whatsoever anr money, thing or 
consideration of value bet or wagered, 
or offered for the purpose of being bet 
or wagered by or for any other person, 
or sells pools upon any such result.' A 
reading of this language, with Its context, 
makes It apparent that the •receiving' 
there under consideration does not make 
the mere reception as a stakeholder a 
crime, but It is a receiving in aid of the 
condemned purposes of bookmaking and 
pool selling, a receiving whloh Is a part 
of the scheme of registering, recording 
and forwarding the money bet, in aid 
of the actual bookmaker or pool seller. 
Not only is this quite apparent from the 
context, but Is the precise construction 
which has been put upon the language in 
New York, where the attempt was made 
to convict one who had received flve dol- 
lars as the result of a wager. In People 
ex rel Collins v. McLaughlln. 128 N, Y. 
Supp, 599, a historical review is had of 
the legislation In New York upon this 
subject, and the reasons for the enact- 
ment of this especial provision are given. 
In brief, It appears that bookmaking and 
pool selling upon race tracks In the state 
of New York were not Illegal, though It 
was a felony to sell pools or make books 
elsewhere than at an authorized race 
track. The pool room people outside of 
the race tracks 'thereupon devised a 
scheme by whloh they claimed to be 
merely forwarders of the .money deposited 
by bettors with them. They pretended to j

Such cases appeal to the human 
sympathies. 
Your nature I* weak, and 


it Is through this weakness that you have 
become a criminal." 


Gilligan was first arrested here on ten 


charges of petty larceny, and subse- 
quently served one term of three months 
in the county Jail 
Later, in 1*00, he was 


convicted of forgery and given fourteen 
yean In San Quentln.

Why should the people be taxed to 
maintain a commission whicH neither protects the young fish nor 
the- waters from defilement? On one hand the people are plun- 
dtred and-on the other they are taxed to preserve and cheapen the 
fish feod supply. But fish are neither protected nor cheapened, 
and the fishing industry fostered and developed ty the State is 
monopolized by foreigners. Only Italians, Chinese and Japanese 
can survive in the fishing industry under existing conditions. If the 
Chinese and Japanese did not market their catch through trades- 
men of their own race they could not survive. An American oan- 
nofeaell .his fisrvno matter how high the retail price, may be. Terror 
of the wholesalers' combine prevents retailers from buying from 
s»a outsider, and the members, of the trust will not buy from him 
at all. Then his nets are surreptitiously cut trp and his boats mys- 
teriously scuttled. Sometimes strange accidents happen to him per- 
sonally. Stories are rife along the Sacramento river of fishermen 
outlawed by the combine meeting tragic death. 


But what are we going to do about it? Is the whole State go- 


ing to permit this atrocious exploitation-of the fishing industry to 
goon unchecked? 


Mr. Roosevelt's Cairo Speech. 


Mr. Roosevelt spoke words of truth and soberness to the stw 


dents of the University of Cairo, but he nevertheless invaded the 
domestic politics of Egypt and gave great offense to the nativi 


• element that is demanding a constitutional form of governmen 


and freedom from British domination. The national sentiment h< 
provoked has been stirred to angry demonstrations in disapprova 
of the ex-President's remarks, dearly the Egyptian agitators have 
to a certain extent misconstrued what Mr. Roosevelt had to say 
taking his utterances to be in the nature of a defense of British 
xafe-and a condemnation of the effort to establish a system of self 
fjBSErnment based npon popular suffrage. Of course the Egyptian 
•masses are not fitted for the task of self-government, which is stil 
,oa.trial in the most advanced nations, but, unfortunately, the ques- 
tion of self-government in Egypt is bound up with the spirit of 
nationality into which race and religious feeling largely enters. It 
i» this spirit that Mr. Roosevelt has offended. To the native Arab 
nSnd he appear* championing, as a visiting foreigner alien in ra. _ _ 
and religion, the cause of a foreign, oppressor. His forthright re- 
take of assassination as a. remedy for political grievances is con- 


tatrfced as a condemnation of the spirit of nationality which inspired 
the<nrarder of the Khedive's prime minister, -who was in reality an 
agent of the British power which rules Egypt through the Khedive 
sawHiii ministers. The ignorant native mind is unequal to the task 
o£<liscrlniinating between broad general principles and the special 
instance which environs them and absorbs their attention. Mr. 
Roosnterfis a foreigner and a Christian, and was received in Egypt 
—••*• distinguished honors by the British officials and the Khedive, 


a jnere puppet of British authority, the symbols of his sov- 


ereignty being employed as seals to the commands oi a foreign 
government. Hence, what Mr. Roosevelt had to say about the 


v qualifications for citizenship was taken as a slap direct to the senti- 


^•toent of nationality which is aggressively manifesting itself on the 


,baBks of the Nile. -While he spoke sense and truth, his utterances 
were fll-timed and calculated to provoke resentment. The English 
are greatly pleased, no doubt, but our former President might, with 
judicious propriety, have refrained from interfering in the dispute 
between the British and the people'of Egypt. The incident is cer- 
tain to^provoke widespread comment and not a little adverse criti- 
cism in other countries. In France particularly- he is likely to be 
criticized in a hostile and unfair spirit.

At Newport 
Beach there Is a quantity of this, which' 
some- slight and unsuccessful attempts 
have been made to work. One company 
tried to extract the liquid asphalt that 
Is found on the heights back of Newport 
Bay at slight depth, and the Newport 
Bay Oil Company has pumped a little of, 
the very heavy oil from comparatively 
shallow depths, but no commercial re-; 
suits have been obtained.

At Casamalla, on the Southern Pacific 


coast line, on what some have regarded 
as the edge of the vast district in which 
the Santa. Maria field's wells lie. are old 
wells that found an ^lk or liquid asphalt 
of about S to 10 gravity.

readily realize the general importance of 
the census to any community, but this 
census is of very special importance to 
Alameda coihity. Here are a few points 
why this i& so: 


CENSUS IS STANDARD. 


The United States census Is the ac- 
cepted standard for showing the size and 
importance of any community. The cen- 
sus taken ten years ago showed the pop- 
ulation of Oakland City at 66,000, Berke- 
ley at 13.000, Alameda at 16,000 and the 
entire Alameda county at 130.000. 
The 
outside world has judged the size and 
importance of those cities and this county 
by those figures ever since then. Con- 
sider the development of this county in 
recent years. 
Don't you think it be- 
hooves us to change those figures of ten 
years ago and make a proper showing of 
the county's population and importance 
today?

Salinas Man Puts Up Good Fight 
Against Stalling Opponent for 18 


Rounds and Shows Gameness

WD better get started, Jim! This fellow has you 
beaten! You have just one chance—you must 
knock him out. Now get started in these two 


rounds and bring the big fellow down. He's all m. 
Go on! go on! Keep at him, Jim!" With this ad- 
monition Tiv Kreling, chief second for Jim Barry, 


---^m* lifted the Chicago heavyweight from his chair and 


with a s^ift push sent him flying across the ring at the fast-coming 


Bums erf Salinas, who had bested the veteran in almost every 
, 


one of the eighteen rounds that had been fought. 
Throughout the minute rest between the eighteenth and nine- 


teenth rounds Kreling persisted in informing the Chicago man that 
he must make a very good showing or put his man out to win the 
batde and it was this tdmonition that won the contest for the man 
from Chicago. Had it not been for this warning from his second 
the chances are that Barry would have stalled through the last two 
rounds, as he had throughout most of the preceding ones, and 
Referee Jack Welsh would have been compelled to give the decision 
against him, even though he had done the cleaner hitting of the 
two 
Burns had done all the forcing during the fight and had 


landed the greater number of punches and had never once showed 
any inclination to stall or hold in the clinches, a thing that Barry 
repeatedly did.

With the warning of Kreling ringing m his ears, for it was 


voiced in no very gentle manner, Barry left his corner for the nine- 
teenth round with a determination to win or die m the attempt. 
From the clang of the gong Barry fought with the desperation of a 
tiger that had been cornered by a grizzly bear. He shut his teeth 
as he prepared for that master effort in the last two rounds. 


TIRES AT 
BURNS TIRES AT END. 


Bums had in the meantime tired no- 


ticeably, for he had done all the work, 
and when Barry 
cut loose with his 


greater 
speed, greater 
determination, 


greater experience 
greater hittingr power 


and greater cleverness, he simply smoth- 
ered the young giant and time after time 
forced him to the floor. Five times In 
oil did Burns take to the floor, sometimes 
It waff a push down, tut Burns was in a 
•bad way and had to take the count each 
time. Barry showed so well in these 
rounds and had the big fellow in such 
a condition at the finish of the contest 
•that Welsh had little trouble in picking 
the winner.

•with his greater experience, would make 
a grand stand dash. Burns was herded 
to his work from the moment the gong 
rang for the first round to the last, and 
this Is a. severe test for a fellow who is 
boxing one whose ability to stall In the 
clinches is as great as that of Barry. 


WISE CRITICS ABSURD. 


After the contest there was a few of 
tbe Mr. Wisenheimers of the boxing game 
•who Insisted that Barry allowed Burns 
to artay eighteen rounds In order that he 
could pick up some money in the betting 
on rounds. 
This Is absurd, for Barry 
twd been outfought up to the eighteenth 
round and no fighter could figure to take 
aU this away from a tough fellow itfce 
Burns In two rounds. This talk of the 
betting on rounds is always the after- 
math of any contest wherein there Is 
«ueh wagering and It should be abolished 
If It is to put a stigma on the sport. 


It was not the betting on the contest 
that caused Barry to win in the last two 
round*. It was the warning that Krelfng 
gave him that he would lose if he did not 
•make up some of the lost ground In the 
last two rounds.

ItaroK fought a greatly Improved battle. 
Be showed greater speed than he has 
•faown before and his punches carried 
Steam behind them to the extent of rock- 
Ing the head of the Chicago man from 
time to time and almost putting htm 
down once.

AUTHORIZES HEAVY 


WEIGHTS TO EIGHT 


Following Is a copy of the new 
tight ordinance in Emeryville: 


SEOITOTf 1.—Every domestic in- 
corporated club, under whose aus- 
pices sparring; exhibitions are held 
or conducted in the Town of Em- 
eryville, shall pay to said town an 
annual license tax of Twenty-five 
Hundred 
Dollars 
($2,500.00), 


which license sliall be paid prior to 
the holding of any such exhibition. 
Any license paid shall continue in 
force and effect only until the 
last day in December of the year 
during which it is issued. 
SECTION 2.—No sparring exhi- 


bition shall be held in the Town 
of Emeryville oftener than once 
each year. • Permits to hold such 
sparring exhibitions • shall first be 
obtained from the Board of Trus- 
tees of 
said town, and shall be 
non-transferable. 


SECTION S.—No sparring exhi- 


bition held 
or conducted within 
said town shall exceed forty-five 
rounds in number, and no such ex- 
hibition shall be held or conducted 
oxcept with gloves of not less than 
fi\e ounces each in weight. 
No 
sparring exhibition of any nature 
shall bo held on Memorial Day, 
May 30th, of any year. 
SECTION 4.—Every boxer en- 
gaged as principal in a sparring 
exhibition, as se( forth in this ordi- 
nance, shall, prior to each exhibi- 
tion, be examined by some reput- 
able physician to determine whe- 
ther or not such boxer is hi per- 
fect physical condition, and a cer- 
tificate signed by such physician 
or physicians, certifying that each 
such boxer is in perfect physical 
condition, shall, prior to the ex- 
hibition, be filed with the Clerk of 
the 
Board 
of Trustees of sold 


town. 
SECTION 5.—A sparring exhi- 
bition, within the meaning of this 
ordinance, 
is one in which the 


principals contend for reward in 
money or anything of value, other 
than a trophy or medal, or who 
contend for a portion of the gate 
receipts. 
SECTION 6,—All ordinances and

of 
ordinances in conflict 
with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, are hereby repealed.

The St. Louis A San Francisco system, 
with a mileage of 6217, was taken over 
without the announcement of any Issu- 
ance of securities. The St. Louis & San 
Francisco system was acquired through 
the redemption of 
$17,364, ISO Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway 6 per cent 
collateral bonds. 
These bonds wore se- 
cured by $2,000,000 In'common stock of 
the St. Louis & San Francisco.
